Cotton Mills Lock-out 
Being Probed By Board 


C.—The 


Gastonia, N. cotton tex- 


tile national industrial relations 
board is reported as_ investigating 
the alleged lockout of about 200 


workers at the Clara mill here. 

Complaints were filed formally by 
workers several days ago and E. O. 
Fitzsimmons, representing the board, 
has already held conferences regard- 
ing the matter. 

Low Wages and “Stretch-out” 

The complaints charge that dyers 
and bleachers at the mill are paid 
only $12 weekly, while the code 
stipulates $13, and that all hands, 
regardless of the number of years of 
service or experience, are paid the 
minimum wage allowed under the 
code. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons promised work- 
ers that theiy complaints would be 
acted on as quickly as possible by 
the board. 

In the meantime many of the 
Clara workers are earning a liveli- 
hood on FERA jobs or through 
other temporary measures. 

Goldberg Bros., operators of the 
Clara, have made several attempts to 
induce the operatives to return to 
work, but, according to the workers, 


have made no satisfactory proposi- 
tion. 
The operatives charge they were 


locked out of the mill two weeks ago 
because some of their overseers and 
section hands refused to put into 
effect what they termed an impos- 
sible and inhuman stretch-out order. 


Harriman Mill Owners 
Condemned By Johnson 


Washington, D. C.—Blame for the 
labor disputes whirling around the 
Harriman Hosiery Mills, and the 
closing of the mills by the com- 
pany officials was thrown squarely 
on the shoulders of the mill owners 
by General Hugh S. Johnson, recov- 
ery administrator, in a telegram to 
the mayor of Harriman. The tele- 
gram read: 

“The company states that no new 
employes have come in from a dis- 
tance of 25 miles, yet it refuses an 
auditor to check the last payroll and 
clear it from such cases, 

“Second, the company refuses to 
spread employment, one of the key- 
stones of NIRA. 

“The . company has _ tentatively 
agreed on all other points. Added 
acceptance of these two points will 
restore the Blue Eagle immediately 
and place NRA aggressively behind 
the company in an attempt to build 
back its payroll to a point where 
the people of your town will enjoy 
the benefits of their American citi- 
zenship.”

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GOV. MERRIAM PROTECTING LAWBREAKERS 


When Governor Merriam called out the militia to aid and 
assist the shipowners in their fight with the longshoremen 
he was using the arm of the law to protect lawbreakers just 
as truly as the discredited ex-governor Peabody of Colorado, 
did that very thing when he used the troops to help the mine 
owners break a strike when the miners were striking to en- 
force the eight-hour law of the state of Colorado, which the 
mine owners refused to comply with. 

In the present instance the Recovery Act of both the 
state of California and of the national government establish 
the law that employes have a right to organize and that no 
employer shall interfere with that right, nor shall employers 
discriminate against employes, who are or become members 
of unions of their own choosing, nor shall employers make 
the joining of a company union a condition of employment 

‘or failure to join such a company union the cause for dis-

There are many details and grievances that enter into the 
present strike but there is only one reason why the case was 
not settled amicably without a strike and that is the same 
reason why all efforts to bring about a peaceful settlement, 
up to the moment this is being written, have failed, namely 
that the owners stubbornly insist that they shall be left 
free to break the labor provisions of both the state and Na- 
tional Recovery Acts. 


For years the shipowners have conducted a hiring hall, 
whose main purpose was to discriminate against and victimize 
those longshoremen who joined the longshoremen’s union. 
In other words, the shipowners insist that, law or no law, 
they will continue to blacklist union men in order to disrupt 
and demoralize the longshoremen’s union. At the same time 
the shipowners have during all these years, refused to deal 
with the union. In other words their policy towards organ- 
ized labor has been and still is to maintain a plan of hiring! 
under which they can violate all the labor provisions of the 
Recovery Act by being left free to discriminate against union 
men and at all times be in a position to completely wreck 
the longshoremen’s union by refusing to hire any or merely 
a few union members for short periods of time, until the 
next boat comes in when non-union men will be hired to 
displace the union men. 

Governor Merriam has demonstrated that he is just as 
much a puppet of the shipowners as the almost forgotten Pea- | 
body was a puppet of the mine owners of Colorado. The 
longshoremen are striking for their right to organize without 
being discriminated against for so doing. This law 
now provides they have a legal right to do so. But the ship- 
owners insist that they are determined to ignore the pro- 
visions of the present law and that they will proceed to load 
and unload vessels with strikebreakers, contrary to the verv | 
spirit and intent of the labor provisions of the Recovery Act. 

It is a well recognized principle of law that no one shall 
be entitled to the protection of the law in doing that which 
is in violation of the law, yet Governor Merriam violates his 
oath of office by lending the arm of the law to the shipowners 
to assist them in their determination to break the longshore- 
men’s union in direct violation of the law. In other words |

the shipowners have come to the governor with unclean 
hands and instead of telling them in so many words, that be- 
fore they can have the protection of the law they must first 
obey the law themselves he does the discreditable thing of 
lending them the power of the state to assist them in break- 
ing the labor provisions of the Recovery Act. 

A governor of the state who will use his position to 
shield lawbreakers against the excesses that are a direct re- 
sult of their own lawlessness is unfit to be governor. 

What the longshoremen really are striking for is for the 
enforcement of section 7-a of the Recovery Act, which is 
both a national law and a state law, while the shipowners 
are stubbornly insisting ‘on their right to defy that law and 
ignore its labor provisions. 

This is the real issue involved in the longshoremen’s 
strike. For the longshoremen to be starved into losing this 
strike would be the most unfortunate turn of the tide of 
events that could befall the Pacific Coast. Great as is the loss 
being caused by the present strike that total loss is as nothing 
compared to the permanent loss, which would continuously 
curse California and other coast states for years to come in 
case the shipowners, in the present instance, should succeed 
in forcing their determination, to defy the Recovery Act, 
down the throats of both our state and national governments. 


It is wasted time and energy to help elect anybody, who is 
not, never has been and in all probability never will be right 
on the most fundamental issues of our day. If none of the 
candidates, for any vital office, are acceptable, the sensible 
and practical move for any intelligent citizen to make is to 
take this matter up with other citizens of like mind and pro- 
mote the candidacy of some man who measures up to the size 
of the job and make an aggressive campaign to elect him.
